Hunting  licenses  for  the  1946-47 
season  are  being  sent  out  to  all 
sheriff's  offices  by  the  Department 
of  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  and  by 
September  10  should  be  available 
for  sale  at  all  sheriff's  offices  in 
the  State. 

Licenses  this  year  for  residents 
will  sell  for  $2  under  provisions 
of  a  new  Act  passed  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Legislature.  The 
extra  dollar  from  this  license  will 
go  into  a  specially  dedicated  fund 
to  be  used  for  specific  purposes, 
one-half  for  purchase,  construc- 
tion and  maintenance  of  public 
shooting  grounds,  one-fourth  for 
predatory  control,  and  one-fourth 
for  protection,  conservation  and 
replenishment  of  wild  migratory 
waterfowl. 


Hunting  licenses  for  non-resi- 
dents will  sell  for  $25.  There  is 
only  one  type  of  non-resident 
hunting  license.  The  four-day  tour- 
ist non-resident  license  of  previous 
years  has  been  eliminated. 

The  hunting  season  in  Louisiana 
officially  opens  on  September  15 
for  Rails  and  Gallinules.  However, 
since  this  species  generally  doesn't 
attract  many  nimrods,  the  real  ac- 
tion is  not  expected  until  Octo- 
ber 1  when  the  season  on  squirrels, 
rabbits  and  chipmunks  begins. 

Trapping  licenses  for  the  1946- 
47  season  also  are  being  sent  out 
to  all  sheriff's  offices  and  will  be 
on  sale  at  the  same  time  as  hunt- 
ing licenses.  The  trapping  season 
begins  November  20  on  all  fur- 
bearing  animals,  except  muskrat 
and  nutria.

NORTHWEST   LOUISIANA 
COMMISSION    NAMED 

Governor  Jimmie  H.  Davis  has 
named  the  three  members  of  the 
Northwest  Louisiana  Fish  and 
Game  Commission  as  authorized 
by  Act  120  of  1946.  Those  ap- 
pointed are  Dr.  W.  H.  Pierson 
of  Natchitoches,  Crawford  Young 
of  Campti  and  E.  J.  Byrnes  of 
Winnfield. 

The  Northwest  Louisiana  Fish 
and  Game  Preserve  comprises 
Black,  Saline  and  Clear  lakes  in 
Natchitoches  and  Winn  parishes. 


The  most  drastic  duck-hunting 
regulations  since  1938  were  an- 
nounced the  first  part  of  August 
for  the  1946-47  season  by  the 
U.  S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service. 
The  hunting  season  was  reduced 
from  80  to  45  days,  the  daily  bag 
limit  was  reduced  from  10  to  7, 
and  the  possession  limit  from  20 
to  14.  In  addition  to  these  changes, 
in  all  states  in  the  Mississippi  fly- 
way,  which  includes  Louisiana, 
there  is  a  closed  season  on  Can- 
ada, Hutchins  or  Richardson's 
and  white-fronted  (locally  called 
speckled  belly)   geese. 

While  these  drastic  cuts  were 
predicted  in  some  sections  during 
the  early  part  of  the  year  as  a 
result  of  drought  conditions  in 
the  breeding  grounds,  there  had 
been  later  reports  of  heavy  rains 
and  improved  conditions  which 
some  thought  to  be  responsible  for 
averting  the  reductions  in  seasons 
and  bag  limits  which  had  been 
rumored.  However,  the  U.  S.  Fish 
and  Wildlife  Service,  in  recom- 
mending the  regulations  which 
were  approved  by  President  Tru- 
man reported  that  there  has  been 
a  dangerous  reduction  in  the  popu- 
lation of  wila  ducks. 

The  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  De- 
partment was  informed  about  the 
proposed  regulations  in  advance 
and  was  invited  to  submit  its  com- 
ments. The  Department  protested 
that  the  dates  and  bag  limits  did 
not  meet  with  approval  of  Loui- 
siana duck  hunters.  While  the 
U.  S.  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service 
invites  suggestions  from  various 
state  agencies  and  consults  with 
them,  they  make  their  own  bio- 
logical investigations  and  have 
complete  authority  in  setting  mi- 
gratory regulations. 

In  Louisiana  and  other  states  in 
the  Mississippi  flyway,  the  season 
on  Ducks.  Geese  and  Coots  (Poule-

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Legislative  Fight  to  Eliminate 
State's  Turkey  Season  Fails 


One  of  the  unpublicized  battles 
of  the  1946  session  of  the  Legis- 
lature was  the  "Battle  of  the 
Turkey"  between  the  House  and 
the  Senate  which  continued  to  al- 
most the  final  days  of  the  session 
and  resulted  with  the  turkey  get- 
ting it  in  the  neck,  as  usual. 

Here  is  a  "blow  by  blow"  de- 
scription of  this  heretofore  un- 
publicized battle  between  the 
Senate  and  the  House: 

House  Bill  349,  sponsored  by 
the  Department  of  Wild  Life  and 
Fisheries,  was  introduced  in  the 
House  on  May  28  by  Representa- 
tives Cleveland,  Sehon  and  Mc- 
Cain. It  proposed  several  changes 
in  the  game  laws,  including  an 
increase  for  non-resident  hunting 
licenses  from  $15  to  $25,  and  also 
plugging  up  some  holes  in  the  old 
law  to  make  for  more  effective 
enforcement. 

The  House  Conservation  Com- 
mittee approved  the  Bill  when  it 
came  before  it  for  a  hearing,  but 
not  before  it  had  inserted  an  im- 
portant amendment  therein  to  the 
effect  that  there  shall  be  a  closed 
season  on  wild  turkeys  for  five 
years  from  and  after  the  adoption 
of  the  Act.  Leading  the  move  for 
this  provision  was  Representative 
"Happy"  Sevier  of  Madison 
Parish. 

The  Bill  passed  the  House  on 
June  2.3rd  by  a  vote  of  67  to  4, 
and  then  went  to  the  Senate.  The 
Senate  Committee  on  Conserva- 
tion approved  the  Bill  but  not 
until  it  voted  to  knock  out  this 
House  amendment  providing  for  a 
closed  season  on  turkey.  Leading 
the  fight  to  knock  out  this  amend- 
ment was  Senator  Clyde  Ratcliff 
of   Tensas   Parish,    a   neighbor    of 


Representative  Sevier.  Senator 
Ratcliff  was  the  author  of  Act  235 
of  1944  which  provided  a  15  day 
open  season  on  wild  turkey  gob- 
blers. 

The  Bill  then  passed  the  Sen- 
ate by  a  unanimous  vote  and  was 
sent  back  to  the  House  for  con- 
currence in  the  Senate  amendment 
to  knock  out  the  previously  ap- 
proved House  amendment  on  the 
turkey  season. 

The  House  upon  motion  of  Rep- 
resentative Sevier  refused  to  con- 
cur in  the  Senate  amendment  with 
the  result  that  the  bill  was  sent 
to  a  conference  committee,  com- 
posed of  three  Representatives  and 
three  Senators  to  attempt  to  iron 
out  the  differences  between  the 
two  chambers. 

After  wrangling  over  the  dis- 
puted amendment  for  a  little 
while,  the  House  conferees  finally 
gave  in,  and  the  House  finally 
concurred  in  the  Senate  amend- 
ment and  sent  the  Bill  to  the 
Governor  just  two  days  before 
sine  die  adjournment.  Tlie  effect 
of  the  entire  battle  is  that  Act  235 
of  1944  still  stands  and  the  open 
season  on  turkeys  from  April  1st 
to  April  15th  stands  as  is.

to  January  6,  inclusive.  Daily  bag 
limits  on  ducks  (except  American 
and  red-breasted  mergansers)  are 
7  in  the  aggregate  of  all  kinds, 
including  in  such  limit  not  more 
than  1  wood  duck.  Possession 
limit  is  two  days  bag  limit,  ■  14 
ducks  in  the  aggregate  of  all 
kinds  (not  including  American 
and  red-breasted  mergansers),  but 
not  more  than  1  wood  duck.  Bag 
limit  on  American  and  red- 
breasted  mergansers  are  25  singly 
or  in  the  aggregate,  and  there  is 
no  possession  limit  on  these 
species. 

The  daily  bag  limit  on  blue 
and  snow  geese  are  four  in  the 
aggregatae  or  singly.  Possession 
limit  is  one  day's  bag  limit,  or 
four.  As  stated  previously,  there 
is  a  closed  season  this  year  on 
Canada,  Hutchins'  (Richardson's) 
and  white-fronted  (locally  called 
speckled  belly)   geese. 

There  is  a  split  season  on  doves 
this  year  as  last  year.  The  seasons 
are  October  1  to  October  15,  in- 
clusive, and  December  18  to  Jan- 
uary 31,  inclusive.  Bag  limit  is  10, 
and  possession  limit  10. 

The  season  on  Rails  and  Galli- 
nules  is  from  September  15 
through  December  15.  Bag  limit 
15,  possession  limit  15. 

On  Woodcock,  the  season  is 
from  December  15  to  December 
29,  inclusive.  Bag  limit  4,  pos- 
session limit  8. 

Shooting  hours  remain  the  same 
as  previous  years,  from  one-half 
hour  before  sunrise  to  one-half 
hour  before  sunset.  The  use  of 
bait   and    live    decoys   is   still   pro- 
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hibited,  and  the  legal  limit  of 
migratory  game  may  be  possessed 
90  days  after  the  close  of  the 
season. 

FISHERMEN   WARNED 

ON  USE  OF  ILLEGAL  MESH 

Louisiana  commercial  fishermen 
are  warned  that  they  must  replace 
all  illegal  and  undersized  mesh 
with  legal  tackle  and  that  enforce- 
ment agents  are  going  to  start  to 
vigorously  enforce  this  provision 
of  the  law. 

Legal  size  mesh  is  3  inches  with 
6  inch  stretch  on  bar.  During  the 
war  the  Department  was  lenient 
in  enforcing  these  provisions  in 
cooperating  with  the  Government 
in  maintaining  the  suppy  of  sea- 
food. Fishermen  have  been  warned 
on  several  occasions  that  they 
must  replace  undersized  mesh  v/ith 
legal  size  and  a  state-wide  drive 
will  soon  begin  against  violators 
of   this    regulation. 
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Plans  Shaping  Up  For  State-Wide  Hyacinth  Program 


An  all-out  relentless  battle•^■ 
against  the  water  hyacinth  and 
alligator  grass  is  looming  in  Loui- 
siana! For  the  first  time  since 
the  problem  has  reached  serious 
proportions  in  Louisiana,  an  elabo- 
rate large  scale  attack  is  in  the 
making  to  help  eradicate  or  re- 
duce the  damage  wrought  by  this 
pest. 

Recognizing  the  seriousness  of 
the  hyacinth  problem,  the  Legis- 
lature approved  the  request  of  the 
Department  of  Wild  Life  and  Fish- 
eries for  a  special  appropriation 
to  be  devoted  specifically  to  the 
fight  against  this  pest.  The  Gov- 
ernor approved  the  measure,  and 
now  for  the  first  time,  a  special 
appropriation  has  been  made  avail- 
able which  is  dedicated  and  will 
be  used  entirely  in  the  fight 
against  the  water  hyacinth. 

Commissioner  Luther  S.  Mont- 
gomery stated  that  no  time  is  be- 
ing lost  in  getting  the  battle  un- 
der way.  He  stated  that  the  wa- 
ter hyacinth  eradication  program 
will  be  under  the  supervision  of 
Major  James  Brown,  director  of 
the  Department's  Fish  and  Game 
Division. 

"Considering  the  high  cost  of 
materials,  the  amount  of  $100,000 
appropriated  for  this  fight  against 
the  water  hyacinth  will  not  be 
able  to  accomplish  miracles",  Com- 
missioner Montgomery  said.  "How- 
ever, this  is  more  money  than  this 
Department   has   ever   had    before 


materials  are  being  purchased  as 
fast  as  they  become  available,  and 
these  special  hyacinth  crews  will 
be  stationed  in  various  sections 
of  the  State.  One  of  the  first 
major  obstacles  encountered  in 
getting  this  program  under  way  on 
a  large  scale  is  the  diff'iculty  in 
obtaining  special  units  that  are  to 
be  used  by  the  water  hyacinth 
crews  in  distributing  the  chemical 
that  is  to  be  sprayed  on  the  water 
hyacinths  and  alligator  grass.  The 
sprayers  are  not  available  and  ef- 
forts are  being  made  to  have  some 
built  and  they  will  be  put  into  use 
as  fast  as  they  are  completed. 

In  the  meantime,  work  is  going 
on  toward  building  up  a  state-wide 
water  hyacinth  control  organiza- 
tion and  preliminary  surveys  are 
being  completed.  Commissioner 
Montgomery  and  Major  Brown 
have  announced  the  appointment 
of  Owen  Edwards  as  supervisor  of 
the  hyacinth  program,  with  the 
title  of  State  Hyacinth  Control 
Supervisor.  Edwards  is  a  veteran 
of  World  War  II  and  has  been 
connected  with  the  Department  for 
several  years  in  hyacinth  control 
work.  He  recently  returned  to 
the  Department  following  his  dis- 
charge   from   the    armed    services. 

The  hyacinth  control  program 
will  include  the  use  of  both  of 
mechanical  machines  and  chemi- 
cals. The  two  mechanical  removal 
conveyor-type  machines  which  the

nal  life  processes.  It  is  proposed 
to  use  this  herbicide  for  the  pres- 
ent until  some  more  potent  chem- 
ical is  developed.  Experiments 
are  under  way  all  the  time  to  im- 
p:ove  chemical  methods  of  eradi- 
cation and  as  these  newer  chem- 
icals become  available,  they  will 
be  utilized  in  Louisiana's  program, 
Major  Brown  stated. 

The  1946  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture made  available  $100,000  a 
year  for  each  of  the  two  years  of 
the  1946-1947  and  1947-1948  bi- 
ennium  to  the  Department  of  Wild 
Life  and  Fisheries  for  hyacinth 
control  work.  The  funds  are  to 
come  from  the  conservation  fund 
of  the  State  which  is  made  up  of 
receipts  from  the  Department. 

Text  of  Act 

The  text  of  the  Act  providing 
this  appropriation  as  passed  by  the 
Legislature  and  approved  by  Gov- 
ernor Davis  is  as  follows: 

"AN  ACT  appropriating  the  sum 
of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
($100,000)  dollars  for  the  fiscal 
year  beginning  July  1,  1946,  and 
ending  June  30,  1947,  and  one 
hundred  thousand  dollars  ($100,- 
000)  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning 
July  1,  1947,  and  ending  June  30, 
1948,  out  of  the  Conservation 
Fund  to  the  Wild  Life  and 
Fisheries  Department  for  the 
purpose  of  eradicating  the  water 
hyacinth  and  alligator  grasses  from 
the  waters  of  the  State  of  Loui- 
siana, by  means  of  chemicals  and 
mechanical  operations,  for  the  pur- 
pose and  construction  of  the  ma- 
chines, equipment  and  supplies  ne- 
cessary in  this  operation,  and  for 
the  incidental  expenses  necessary 
or  connected  therewith. 

"Whereas,  the  steady  increase 
of  water  hyacinth  and  other  aqua- 
tice  vegetation  in  the  waters  of 


the  State  has  become  a  matter  of 
distressing  and  serious  portent;  and 

"Whereas,  every  effort  must  be 
made  to  solve  the  problems  of  con- 
trolling such  water  hyacinth  and 
other  aquatic  vegetation;  and 

"Whereas,  the  existence  of  such 
plants  is  causing  losses  of  millions 
of  dollars  annually;   and 

"Whereas,  such  plants  are  a 
menace  to  navigation,  irrigation, 
fish  and  game  life,  as  well  as  a 
menace  to  health  by  affording  a 
protection  to  malaria  mosquito  lar- 
vae and  a  source  of  constant  pol- 
lution in  the  waters  of  the  State; 
and 

"Whereas,  the  water  hyacinth 
and  alligator  grass  has  so  en-  ■ 
croached  upon  the  waters  of  Loui- 
siana that  countless  miles  of  wa- 
terways of  excellent  fishing  wa- 
ters are  now  obsolete  and  do  not 
produce  any  fish,  thereby  causing 
untold  loss  to  the  economy  and 
recreation  of  our  people. 

"Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by 
the  Legislature  of  Louisiana  that 
the  sum  of  $100,000  for  the  fiscal 
year  beginning  July  1,  1946,  and 
ending  June  30,  1947,  and  the  sum 
of  $100,000  for  the  fiscal  year  be- 
ginning July  1,  1947,  and  ending 
June  30,  1948,  be  and  the  same 
are,  hereby  appropriated  out  of 
the  Conservation  Fund  to  the  De- 
partment of  Wild  Life  and  Fish- 
eries for  the  purpose  of  eradicat- 
ing the  water  hyacinth  and  alliga- 
tor grass  from  the  waters 
of  the  State  of  Louisiana  by 
means  of  chemicals  and  mechani- 
cal operations,  for  the  purpose  and 
construction  of  the  machines, 
equipment  and  supplies  necessary 
in  this  operation,  and  for  the  in- 
cidental expenses  necessary  or 
connected  therewith.

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Shrimp  Season  Now 
Open,  as  New  Laws 
Go  Into  Effect 


Louisiana's  shrimp  season 
opened  Monday,  August  12  and 
the  open  season  will  continue 
until  December  15.  Between  De- 
cember 15  and  March  15  there 
will  be  closed  season  on  inside 
waters  only.  The  closed  season 
on  inside  and  outside  waters  is 
between  June  10  and  the  second 
Monday   in   August. 

The  new  shrimp  regulations 
adopted  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature  have  gone  into  eflfect. 

Blessing  of  the  Fleet  ceremonies 
have  been  held  in  various  fishing 
communities  as  the  shrimp  season 
opened.  The  most  colorful  and 
largest  ceremony  of  this  type  was 
held  in  Morgan  City  Sunday,  Sep- 
tember 1,  when  thousands  of 
people  witnessed  the  religious 
ceremony  of  the  blessing  of  the 
fleet  in  Berwick  Bay. 

Commissioner  Luther  S.  Mont- 
gomery officially  represented  the 
Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  Depart- 
ment at  this  ceremony,  which  was 
climaxed  by  crowning  of  the  king 
and  queen  of  the  fleet.  John  Santos 
Carinhas  of  Patterson  was  king  of 
this  year's  event  and  the  queen 
was  Miss  Faye  Smith  of  Morgan 
City. 

Fish  and  Game  En- 
forcement Districts 
Reorganized 


Enforcement  of  the  Louisiana 
game  and  fish  laws  will  be  mate- 
rially improved  and  bettered  as 
a  result  of  reorganization  of  the 
state  enforcement  districts,  accord- 
ing to  Luther  S.  Montgomery, 
Commissioner  of  the  Department 
of  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries.     . 

The  state  has  been  divided  into 
two  main  enforcement  areas,  with 
the  northern  area  comprising  the 
three  northern  enforcement  dis- 
tricts, and  the  southern  area  com- 
prising the  three  southern  enforce- 
ment districts.  The  six  enforce- 
ment districts  will  not  be  changed 
in  their  former  territory  and 
boundaries. 

Northern  Area  Supervisor  as 
named  by  Commissioner  Mont- 
gomery is  Dewey  L.  Farrar  of 
Shreveport.  Supervisor  Farrar  was 
previously  a  Wild  Life  Enforce- 
ment Agent  II  with  the  depart- 
ment, and  is  thoroughly  familiar 
with  the  districts  comprising  the 
Northern  Area. 

Named  in  a  similar  capacity  as 
supervisor    of    the    Southern    En- 


forcement Area  is  Gordy  Simon 
of  Lafayette.  Supervisor  Simon 
has  previously  held  the  positions 
of  Field  Inspector  and  Wild  Life 
Enforcement  Agent  II  with  the 
Department. 

Commissioner  Montgomery  also 
announced  the  naming  of  Joseph 
C.  LeBlanc  to  be  Assistant  Direc- 
tor of  the  Enforcement  Division, 
a  newly  created  position.  Mr.  Le- 
Blanc, a  native  of  Ville  Platte,  will 
assist  Director  of  the  Enforcement 
Division  John  G.  Appel  in  carrying- 
out  an  aggressive  and  streamlintJ 
statewide  enforcement  progiam. 
The  assistant  director  has  been 
with  the  department  as  State  Field 
Inspector  and  was  Wild  Life  En- 
forcement Director  from  February 
1945  to  July  1,  1946. 

Not  affected  or  changed  in  these 
reorganization  plans,  according  to 
Commissioner  Montgomery,  are 
the  Enforcement  Rangers,  who 
will  remain  as  statewide  agents, 
acting  under  the  direct  supervision 
of  the  Director  of  Enforcement 
Appel,  or  his  assistant  director, 
Mr.   LeBlanc. 

New   Experiments 

Planned  To  Test 
Use    of    Explosives 

Commissioner  Luther  S.  Mont- 
gomery of  the  Louisiana  Depart- 
ment of  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries 
has  issued  a  statement  that  in  re- 
sponse to  very  many  reports  of 
alleged  damage  to  crabs  and  fish 
due  to  the  use  of  explosives  in  seis- 
mographic  explorations  in  outside 
waters  in  the  Gulf,  he  has  in- 
structed that  carefully  planned 
scientific  experiments  be  carried 
out  by  the  scientific  staff  of  the 
department.  These  experiments 
will  be  completely  open  to  ob- 
servers representing  all  of  the  in- 
terests concerned. 

These  experiments  will  be  under 
immediate  scientific  direction  of 
Dr.  James  Nelson  Gowanloch, 
Chie_f  Biologist  of  the  department, 
who  previously  with  John  E.  Mc- 
Dougall,  formerly  Wild  Life  and 
Fisheries  geophysicist,  planned 
and  conducted  extensive  investi- 
gations of  the  effects  of  such  seis- 
mographic  shots  on  fish,  oysters 
and  shrimp.  This  earlier  work,  the 
results  of  which  have  been  con- 
firmed by  experimental  work  by 
the  United  States  Government 
and  other  agencies,  clearly  indi- 
cated that  the  use  of  these  ex- 
plosives had  only  a  negligible 
effect  on  these  marine  resources. 

Particular  alarm  has  been  ex- 
pressed concerning  reports  of  de- 
creased    crab    supply    along    the

coast  and  also  reports  of  quan- 
tities of  dead  crabs  being  washed 
ashore. 

These  researchers  will  therefore 
serve  the  double  purpose  of  gain- 
ing additional  valuable  informa- 
tion and  at  the  same  time,  making 
available  to  representatives  of 
various  interested  public  groups 
and  members  of  the  press  a  chance 
to  observe  personally  the  conduct 
and  results  of  such  experiments. 

Cooperating  in  these  experi- 
ments will  be  Major  John  G.  Ap- 
pel, Director  of  the  Enforcement 
Division;  James  H.  McConnell, 
Director  of  Oysters  and  Water- 
bottoms;  Felix  Webster,  Chief 
Geophysical  Inspector,  and  E.  F. 
Lindsey,  In  Charge,  Oyster  Seed 
Grounds. 

SISTER  LAKE  CAMP 
I  DESTROYED   BY   FIRE 

The  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  De- 
partment's Camp  at  Sister  Lake, 
state  seed  oyster  reservation  in 
Terrebonne  parish,  was  destroyed 
by  fire  Saturday,  July  20th.  Ori- 
gin of  the  fire  has  been  officially 
undetermined,  but  it  was  believed 
to  have  been  caused  by  lightening 
as  there  was  a  severe  storm  in  that 
area  about  that  time.  The  camp 
and  its  contents  burned  to  the 
ground.  The  loss  was  entirely 
covered  by  insurance  and  is  to  be 
rebuilt  as  soon  as  labor  and  mate- 
rials are  obtainable.  In  the  mean- 
time arrangements  have  been  made 
for  a  houseboat  to  be  used  as  a 
home  for  the  watchman  on  the 
seed  oyster  grounds. 


Non-Residents 
Prohibited  From 
Restricted   Areas 

Louisiana's  attorney  general  has 
ruled  that  non-resident  commer- 
cial fishermen  who  are  required 
to  pay  a  licensee  fee  of  $200  to 
fish  for  shrimp  and/or  commercial 
fish  in  Louisiana  waters  may  only 
fish  in  waters  which  are  defined 
as  those  outside  of  the  Louisiana 
restricted  areas. 

New  acts  of  the  1946  session  of 
the  Legislature  define  certain  areas 
of  waters  as  restricted  Louisiana 
ureas  and  in  these  only  bonafide 
residents  of  Louisiana  may  fish. 
Non-residents  are  not  permitted  to 
fish  in  these  restricted  areas  even 
after  they  have  purchased  a  non- 
resident  license. 

The  restricted  areas  wherein 
only  Louisiana  residents  are  per- 
mitted to  fish  is  defined  as  approxi- 
mately three  miles  offshore  meas- 
ured point  to  point  from  Main 
Pass,  North  Pass,  Southeast  Pass 
and  South  Pass. 

The  opinion  from  the  Attorney 
General's  office  was  prepared  by 
Robert  S.  Reid,  Second  Assistant 
Attorney  General,  at  the  re- 
quest of  Wildlife  Commissioner 
Montgomery. 


PRICE    CONTROL 
ON  FURS  IS  OFF 

All  furs  have  been  released  from 
price  control  ceilings  and  unless 
the  price  controls  are  restored  the 
furs  taken  from  the  state  owned 
preserves  this  season  will  be  auc- 
tioned off  to  the  highest  bidder, 
Luther  S.  Montgomery,  commis- 
sioner of  the  wildlife  and  fisheries 
department  announced  recently. 

Commissioner  Montgomery  was 
officially  notified  in  a  telegram 
from  Senator  John  H.  Overton 
that  the  price  controls  were  re- 
leased in  a  special  OPA  order. 

The  fur  trapping  season  in  Loui- 
siana on  all  fur  bearing  animals 
except  muskrats  and  nutria  will 
open  on  November  20  and  extend 
through  January  20,  while  on 
muskrats  and  nutria  the  season 
will  open  on  December  1  and  con- 
tinue through  February  15,  Com- 
misisoner  Montgomery  said. 


GOWANLOCH    ADDRESSES 
AVOYELLES    SPORTSMEN 

Dr.  James  N.  Gowanloch,  chief 
biologist  of  the  Wild  Life  and 
Fisheries  Department  was  the 
principal  speaker  at  a  meeting  of 
the  newly  organized  Avoyelles 
Parish  Sportsmen's  Association 
held  in  Bunkie  Friday  night,  July 
19th.  Motion  pictures  were  shown, 
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Heavy  Tax  Put 
On  Out-of-State 
Fishing  Boats 


Act  210  of  1946  approved  July 
18th  by  Governor  Davis  imposes 
a  heavy  tax  on  out-of-state  com- 
mercial fishermen  and  fishing  boats 
and  virtually  closes  the  door  to 
out-of-state  fishermen  who  may 
be  interested  in  taking  or  selling- 
shrimp  or  oysters  in  Louisiana. 

Within  an  area  approximately 
three  miles  off-shore,  which  the 
Act  describes  as  "restricted  tidal 
waters  of  the  State  of  Louisiana", 
no  one  except  bonafide  residents 
of  Louisiana  are  permitted  to  fish 
for  shrimp  or  oysters.  Beyond  that 
point,  non-residents  from  States 
having  a  reciprocity  agreement 
with  Louisiana  may  fish  for  shi-imp 
or  oysters  upon  payment  of  the 
same  license  fees  charged  Louisi- 
ana residents.  (Since  Mississippi 
is  the  only  State  having  a  recipro- 
city agreement  with  Louisiana, 
this  applies  only  to  bonafide  citi- 
zens of  that  State). 

Out-of-state  fishermen,  other 
than  Mississippi,  who  fish  in  Loui- 
siana waters  beyond  the  "restrict- 
ed tidal  waters  of  the  State",  are 
required  to  purchase  a  non-resi- 
dent commercial  fisherman's  li- 
cense costing  $200  a  year.  Out-of- 
state  boats  (other  than  those  from 
Mississippi)  are  required  to  pur- 
chase a  non-resident  commercial 
fishing  boat  license  costing  $2,500 
per  year. 

The  Act  further  provides  that 
the  Department  of  Wild  Life  and 
Fisheries  shall  refuse  to  sell  or 
grant  any  such  non-resident  com- 
mercial fisherman's  license  or  non- 
resident commercial  fishing  boat 
license  to  the  residents  of  any 
State  that  may  now  or  hereafter 
refuse  to  sell  or  grant  equal  priv- 
ileges or  licenses  to  the  citizens 
of  Louisiana. 

This  special  Act,  which  caused 
some  controversy  during  the  legis- 
lative session,  was  House  Bill  676 
and  was  introduced  by  Represen- 
tative Chester  Wooton,  Plaque- 
mines Parish,  and  five  other  state 
representatives. 


FIRE-FIGHTING  JEEP

Louisiana  is  the  first  state  to  acquire  and  develop  the  war-time 
model  of  the  Jeep  as  a  forest  fire-fighting  weapon.  State  Forester 
Massey  H.  Anderson  states  that  the  Louisiana  Forestry  Commission 
has  purchased  five  of  these  compact  units  and  have  given  them  stringent 
field  tests.  Equipped  with  a  55-gallon  water  tank,  Panama  pressure 
pump,  and  hand  tools,  this  little  monster  has  proved  its  worth  for  fire- 
fighting  purposes.  A  crew  of  from  two  to  five  persons  man  the  Jeep 
on  fires.  The  Jeeps  will  soon  be  equipped  with  two-way  radio  communi- 
cations to  place  them  in  direct  contact  with  the  lookout  towers  which 
serve   as   the   "eyes"    of  the   detection    system. 


LAKE  BISTINEAU   TO   HAVE 
NEW  STATE  PARK 

Governor  Jimmie  Davis  has  ap- 
proved Act  129  of  1946  which 
provides  for  an  appropriation  of 
$25,000  for  the  establishment  of 
a  new  state  park  on  Lake  Bistin- 
eau.  There  has  long  been  need  for 
a  state  park  in  that  section  of  the 
state  but  eff'orts  to  get  the  neces- 
sary appropriation  to  get  the  work 
started  have  not  been  successful 
prior  to  this  session.  Governor  Da- 
vis also  gave  the  park  program  an- 


other boost  by  approving  Act  162 
which  provides  a  special  appropri- 
ation of  $200,000  to  the  State 
Parks  Commission  for  increasing 
facilities  in  the  various  state 
parks. 


French  Gani6 
Officials   Visit 
In  Louisiana 
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TOTAL  OF  113  ARRESTS 
MADE    DURING    JULY 

Enforcement  agenst  of  the  Wild 
Life  and  Fisheries  Department 
made  a  total  of  113  arrests  for 
various  violations  of  fish  and  game 
laws  during  the  month  of  July. 


Three  officials  representing  the 
French  Foreign  Ministry  Division 
of  Foreign  Relations  visited  Loui- 
siana recently  as  part  of  a  nation- 
wide tour  to  study  wildlife  con- 
servation and  particularly  game 
refuges.  They  were  accompanied 
to  Louisiana  by  John  Baker,  pres- 
ident of  the  National  Audubon 
Society.  While  here  they  con- 
ferred with  officials  of  the  Wild 
Life  and  Fisheries  Department  ana 
were  given  information  on  Louisi- 
ana's game  refuges  and  wildlife 
conservation. 

The  French  Foreign  Office  ha.i 
recently  oreated  a  commission  of 
three  authorities  to  supervise  the 
development  of  wildlife  and  game 
refuges  throughout  France  and  its 
African  colonial  possessions.  This 
Commission  is  now  making  a  study 
in  the  United  States. 

In  the  party  visiting  Loujsiana, 
all  of  whom  are  members  of  the 
recently  appointed  French  com- 
mission were  Yves  de  Daruvar,  ad- 
ministrator of  French  colonies; 
Georges  Olivier,  ornithologist  and 
Albert  Jeannin,  mammalologist. 
The  visitors  were  conducted 
through  the  offices  of  the  Wild 
Life  and  Fisheries  Department  by 
Dr.  James  N.  Gowanloch,  chief 
biologist,  who  also  supplied  them 
with  information  on  Louisiana's 
game  refuges.

Police  Juries  Required  To  Set  Dates  For  Deer  Hunting  Season 


Louisiana  police  juries  now  shall 
fix  the  dates  in  their  respective 
parishes  for  the  killing  of  deer, 
with  some  limitations,  under  provi- 
sions of  Act  284  of  the  recent  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature.  According 
to  Commissioner  Luther  S.  Mont- 
gomery of  the  Wild  Life  and  Fish- 
eries Department  the  Act  fixes  No- 
vember 1  to  January  10,  inclusive. 


as  the  dates  when  deer  may  be 
legally  hunted  in  Louisiana,  and 
police  juries  must  set  their  own 
seasons  not  to  execeed  a  maximum 
of  45  days  between  these  dates. 

The  previous  law  set  a  state- 
wide deer  season  between  Novem- 
ber 15  and  January  1  but  police 
juries  still  had  the  right  to  curtail 
these  seasons.    The  new  law  gives 


parish  bodies  the  responsibility  of 
setting  their  own  seasons  on  deer 
not  to  exceed  45  days,  provided 
the  dates  are  between  November  1 
and  January  10.  The  deer  season 
does  not  have  to  be  45  days,  it 
may  be  less,  and  it  is  entirely  left 
to  the  diseretion  of  the  parish  gov- 
erning body. 

Because    police    juries    are    re- 
quired to  publish  such  ordinances 


in  their  official  journals  at  least 
30  days  before  the  opening  of  the 
deer  season.  Commissioner  Mont- 
gomery has  written  each  parish 
body  asking  that  they  take  such 
action  at  their  earliest  possible 
meeting.  The  police  juries  have 
been  requested  to  send  copies  of 
the  ordinance  they  adopt  on  deer 
hunting  to  Commissioner  Mont- 
gomery. 
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KNOW  YOUR  LOUISIANA  FISH

No.   24  CROAKER 

Other  Names:  Corvina,  Roncadina,  Ronco,  Crocus,  Chut  (La 
Monte).  „  ^    ,        ,  -, 

Range:    South  Atlantic  and  Gulf  Coast,  Cape  Cod  and  Texas. 

Size:  Twelve  inches  long  and  averaging  about  one  pound.  Five 
pounders  have  been  taken. 

Identification:  The  extension  of  the  lateral  line  to  the  end  ot 
the  tail  fin  identifies  the  Croaker  as  a  member  of  the  Sciaenidae, 
which  includes  the  Speckled  Trout,  Redfish,  Drum  and  White  Trout. 

Description:  Brassy  color,  paler  below  middle  part  of  body,  with 
short  irregular  dusty  vertical  bars  crossing  the  lateral  line  (the 
lateral  line,  in  the  Croaker  family  extends  out  to  the  end  of  the  tail 
fin).  Many  dark  brown  spots  on  the  side  of  the  back,  irregularly 
placed  and  not  forming  continuous  streaks  along  the  rows  of  scales. 

Food:  Crustacea  (especially  shrimp  and  crabs).  Molluscs  and 
fish.   Fond  of  feeding  over  grassy  bottoms. 

Bait:  Shrimp,  shedder  crabs,  minnows  3/0  O'Shaughnessy  hooks 
recommended.    Small  bait  preferable.  t      •  • 

Value:  Excellent  food  fish.  Favorite  of  many  ardent  Louisiana 
fishermen.  ,    .  ,.         ,  .... 

General:  Croakers  derive  their  name  from  their  peculiar  ability 
to  emit  sounds  that  sharply  resemble  a  Woodpecker  hammering  on 
a  tree.  They  can  do  this  both  in  and  out  of  water.  Croaking  is 
accomplished  by  the  use  of  curious  muscles  concerned  with  the  swim 
bladder  of  the  fish,  which  swim  bladder  serves  as  a  resonating  chamber. 


Pearson,  whose  careful  studies  of  the  Croaker  in  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico  are  a  fine  source  oi  data,  found  that  this  species  spawns  irom 
October  to  February  with  the  height  of  breeding  occurring  in  Febru- 
ary. Using  only  a  small  minnov>'  seine,  Pearson  caught  over  3,000 
croakers  in  a  single  haul,  ranging  in  size  from  1/5  to  z/ 5  of  an  inch. 
He  found  that  a  multitude  oi  tnese  tmy'  Croakers  move  m  a  deluge 
through  the  passes  on  each  incoming  tide. 

Spawning  and  hatching  appear  to  occur  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico. 
The  young  fisn  then  enter  msnore  waters  and  scatter  widely  through- 
out the  bays  and  bayous.  Croakers  breed  at  the  end  of  their  second 
year.  A  one-year-oid  Croaiver  reacnes  six  inches  in  length;  a  two- 
year-old  Croaker  reaches  eight  and  one-half  inches  in  length. 

Although  Croakers  are  commercially  fished  in  Lake  Pontchartrain, 
their  small  size  prevents  their  becoming  a  large  commercial  fishery. 
Their  flavor  and  food  values  are  excellent. 

The  age  classes  of  two  to  six  years  still  appear  to  be  well  repre- 
sented in  the  catch.  Strange  indeed,  little  is  known  of  the  life  history 
of  this  familiar  fish. 

Mr.  E.  B.  Cope  of  the  Department  of  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries 
states:  "The  Croaker,  being  a  bottom  feeder,  U  usually  fished  on,  or 
near  the  bottom,  preferably  over  shell  reefs.  The  best  bait,  as  a 
rule,  is  cut  and  peeled  shrimp,  as  this  fish  seems  to  like  a  large 
white  bait.  They  will,  when  biting  hungrily,  take  clams,  sliced 
white  trout,  cut  croaker,  or  even  sliced  Catfish.  Professional  fisher- 
men, when  fishing  for  the  market  use  hand  lines,  one  from  each 
side  of  the  boat,  equipped  with  from  one  to  three  hooks. 

"An  interesting  condition  occurs  in  Lake  Pontchartrain  about 
August,  September  and  even  extending  into  October,  when  the 
Croakers  seem  to  school  and  work  up  the  lake  from  east  to  west, 
finally  disappearing  in  the  neighborhood  of  Pass  Manchac.  Their 
presence  is  indicated  by  large  patches  of  brick  dust  colored  water, 
which  the  professional  market  fishermen  claim  is  caused  by  the  fish 
rooting  up  the  bottom  for  food.  They  are  then  usually  mixed  with 
white  trout  and  small  drum,  ranging  from  one  to  three  or  four  pounds. 
As  the  red  patches  gradually  move  westward,  the  market  fishermen 
follow  endeavoring  to  keep  as  near  the  center  as  possible. 

"The  best  liked  rig  for  a  rod  and  reel  fisherman  is  an  egg-shaped 
sinker,  with  one  hook  below  and  another  above  the  sinker,  but  the 
wi-iter  prefers  a  pyramid  sinker  with  both  hooks  above,  as  this  rig 
will  not  roll  in  a  tideway. 

"Inch  for  inch,  and  pound  for  pound,  the  Croaker  yields  the 
palm  to  no  salt  water  fish  for  gameness  or  for  that  matter,  as  a 
food  fish." 


No.  25  TRIPLETAIL 

Lobotes  surinamensis    (Bloch) 

Other  Names:  Flasher,  Dormeur,  Lumpfish,  Sea  Perch,  Chobie, 
Buoyfish,   Black  Tripletail    (La   Monte). 

Range:  Uruguay  to  Cape  Cod.  Has  been  known  to  stray  across 
the  Atlantic  into  the  Mediterranean. 

Size:    Grows  to  three  feet  and  thirty-five  pounds. 

Description:  Oblong  body,  compressed  and  highly  elevated.  Head 
profile  concave.  Snout  prominent,  upper  jaw  very  protractile.  Lower 
jaw  longer  than  upper.  Blackish  above  becoming  silvery  gray  on  the 
side.  Often  blotched  and  tinged  with  yellow;  fins  dusky  gray,  some- 
times  yellowish. 

Bait:    Shrimp  and  small  mullet. 

Value:    Extremely  fine  food  fish,  also  affords  excellent  sport. 

Food:   Mullet  and  other  small  fishes,  crabs  and  mussels. 

Generali  So  named  because  of  the  peculiar  arrangement  of  the 
last  dorsal,  anal  and  tail  fins,  the  Tripletail  is  extremely  peculiar 
in  its  habits.  Pond  of  shadows,  it  seeks  the  proximity  of  pilings,  drift- 
ing Sargassum  weed,  or  the  shade  of  staked  out  planks,  a  device 


constantly   used  by   Louisiana  fishermen.    Bundles  of  brush  are  also 
anchored  by  fishermen  to  attract  the  Tripletail. 

The  Tripletails  have  the  curious  habit,  often  observed,  of  floating 
on  their  sides  on  the  surface  of  the  water  "sunning"  themselves. 

The  only  member  of  their  family  in  our  waters,  the  Tripletail 
was  first  described  in  the  island  oi  Surinam. 

Edward  A.  Laiaye,  one  oi  tne  most  expert  Tripletail  fishermen 
in  Louisiana  states  that  one  of  his  favorite  fishing  places  is  Four 
Bayous.  Clear  water  and  an  out-going  tide  sets  the  stage.  Mr.  Lafaye 
anchors  out  four  or  five  1"  x  12  "  boards  15  feet  long.  The  Tripletail 
seek  the  shade  of  these  boards  and  can  best  be  fished  with  live  shrimp 
(small  shrimp)  18  inches  to  2V2  feet  below  the  surface.  A  small 
cork  and  a  small  sinker,  just  sufi'icient  to  stabilize  the  bait,  is  used 
and  is  repeatedly  drifted  past  the  shadow  of  the  board  until  a  strike 
is  secured. 

The  compact  and  deeply  imbedded  scales  are  often  preserved  and 
sold  as  souvenirs. 

The  second  species,  its  name  is  Lobotes  pacificus,  Gilbert, 
which  is  very  similar  to  our  Blackfish  occurs  on  the  coast  of  Panama, 
where  it  is  known  as  the  Berrugate.  It  resembles  our  fish  extremely 
closely,  differing  chiefly  in  the  fact  that  the  serrations  of  the  area 
in  front  of  the  gill  cover  are  small. 

John  J.  Kornfeld  of  New  Orleans  recommends  that  fishermen 
take  along  as  an  emergency  bait  shrimp  that  have  been  preserved 
and  rolled  in  cornmeal,  then  packed  in  jars.  He  states  that  the  coat- 
ing of  cornmeal  in  some  way  prevents  the  change  in  color  that  usually 
occurs  in  pickled  baits.  The  bases  of  the  dorsal  and  anal  fins  are  char- 
acteristically thick  in  the  Tripletail  and  are  covered  with  conspicuous 
scales. 

Although  adult  Tripletails  are  almost  uniformly  black,  the  young 
present  a  completely  different  appearance,  being  tan,  or  even  paler 
yellow  and  sometimes  mottled.  Young  stages  often  drift  north  along 
the  Atlantic  Coast  in  the  Gulf  Stream. 

The  family  to  which  the  Tripletail  belongs  (Lobotidae)  is  evi- 
dently closely  related  to  the  extremely  interesting  sea  basses  (Serrani- 
dae),  certain  members  of  which  are  familiar  to  Louisiana  fishermen. 
Anyone  who  has  fished  oflf  the  wreck  of  the  Yuma  at  the  mouth  of  the 
river  has  certainly  become  acquainted  with  the  Jewfish,  The  Black 
Jewfish  (Garrupa  nigrita,  Holbrook)  is  an  interesting  creature  reach- 
ing a  size  in  excess  of  600  pounds.

TRAWLING   FOR   CRABS 
IS   PROHIBITED 

Trawling  for  crabs  is  detrimen- 
tal to  the  interests  of  the  State 
and  persons  engaging  in  this  prac- 
tice will  be  stopped  by  agents  of 
the  Wild  Life  and  Fisheries  De- 
partment,  it  has  been  announced. 

The  law  provides  that  crabs  may 
be  taken  in  any  manner  not  detri- 
mental to  the  interests  of  the 
State,  and  Dr.  James  N.  Gowan- 
loch,  chief  biologist  of  the  Depart- 
ment has  determined,  after  a  se- 
ries of  surveys,  that  many  crabs 
are  killed  when  taken  by  trawls 
and  therefore  the  use  of  trawls  in 
taking  crabs   is  detrimental. 

All  enforcement  agents  of  the 
Department  have  been  advised  to 
put  a  stop  to  this  practice,  which 
is  said  to  have  increased  in  recent 
months  all  along  the  coastal  area.

"Section  2.  The  sums  of  money 
appropriated  in  Section  I  of  this 
Act  shall  be  expended  by  the  De- 
partment of  Wild  Life  and  Fish- 
eries to  defray  expenses  incurred 
in  the  purchasing  of  the  machines, 
equipment  and  supplies  necessary 
in  the  operation  of  eradicating  the 
water  hyacinth  and  alligator  grass 
within  the  State  waters,  as  well 
as  the  cost  of  operation  and  main- 
tenance and  the  incidental  ex- 
penses necessary  or  connected 
therewith. 

"Section  3.  The  sums  appropri- 
ated in  this  Act  for  the  purpose 
of  eradicating  the  water  hyacinth 
and  alligator  grass  within  the  wa- 
ters of  the  State  of  Louisiana 
shall  be  in  addition  to  all  other 
appropriations  provided  by  law  for 
the  Department  of  Wild  Life  and 
Fisheries."

Setting  the  pattern  for  future 
clubs  of  similar  nature  for  the 
Parish  of  Tangipahoa,  the  Inde- 
pendence Junior  Wildlife  Club, 
sponsored  by  the  Department  of 
Wild  Life  and  Fisheries,  was  or- 
ganized at  Independence  High 
School  on  Tuesday  afternoon, 
August    13. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Tangi- 
pahoa Sportsmen's  League  to 
sponsor  locally  a  junior  club  in 
every  town  that  wants  one,  ac- 
cording to  v.  E.  Smith,  president 
of  the  League.

With  more  than  150  persons 
and  forty-three  sport  fishing  craft 
participating  the  first  postwar 
Southwest  Pass  tarpon  rodeo  held 
during  the  last  week-end  in  Au- 
gust was  an  outstanding  success. 
Sponsored  by  the  New  Orleans 
Item  the  rodeo  attracted  a  gi-eat 
deal  of  attention  and  among  those 
who  took  part  were  Governor 
Jimniie  H.  Davis  and  the  mayors 
of  nine  mid-western  cities. 

The  winner  of  the  rodeo  was 
Chalin  Perez  of  Plaquemines  Par- 
ish who  landed  a  tarpon  weighing 
72   pounds. 

Commissioner  Luther  S.  Mont- 
gomery of  the  Wild  Life  and  Fish- 
eries Department,  who  with  J.  E. 
Morgan  of  the  Department's  edu- 
cation and  publicity  staff,  acted  as 
judges  for  the  rodeo,  captured  a 
45-pound  tarpon  during  the  second 
day  of  the  rodeo  which  were 
among  the  largest  of  the  catches. 
The  tarpon  seemed  to  be  more 
elusive  than  usual  but  everybody 
participating  had  a  big  time  tr,y- 
ing  to   catch   one. 


Oyster  Industry 
Profifress  Told 
At  Convention 


James  N.  McConnell,  director 
of  the  Oysters  and  Water  Bot- 
toms Division,  and  Dr.  James  N. 
Gowanloch,  chief  biologist  of  the 
Department  of  Wild  Life  and 
Fisheries,  told  about  Louisiana's 
oyster  industry,  at  the  annual  con- 
vention of  the  Oysters  Institute 
of  North  America  held  in  New 
York,   .Tune   4-7. 

These  sessions  which  are  the 
most  important  deliberations  in 
the  country  concerning  oysters 
are  attended  by  leading  members 
of  the  oyster  industry  and  by 
leading  oyster  scientists  from 
every  ouster  producing  state  in 
the  country. 

Mr.  McConnell  presented  an  ad- 
dress on  "Louisiana's  Oyster  Man- 
agement Program",  requested  by 
officials  of  the  Oysters  Institute, 
because  of  the  wide  interest 
aroused  in  other  states  by  new 
Louisiana  methods. 

Dr.  Gowanloch  was  one  of  three 
scientists  who  were  ^elegted  to 
discuss  the  serious  pr'dljlemS'  of 
the  Japanese  oyster,  which  has 
aroused  the  deep  concern  of  the 
nation's  oyster  jflfjustry. 
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WAR  ON  A  WATER  PLANT 

(From  the  Times  Picayune) 
The  long  war  on  the  water  hya- 
cinth seems  to  be  getting  nowhere 
at  a  rate  that  grows  more  worri- 
some as  the  years  pass.  Long  ago 
Louisianians  discovered  that  the 
flowering  aquatic  plant,  welcomed 
at  first  because  of  its  beauty,  was 
no  part  of  an  economic  asset  or 
blessing.  Half  a  century  ago  the 
choking  of  canals  and  bayous  by 
this  imported  nuisance  had  become 
serious  enough  to  warrant  a  fed- 
eral survey.  By  the  turn  of  the 
century,  the  fight  to  keep  useful 
waterways  open  was  being  waged 
with  poison  and  mechanical  weap- 
ons. 

Now  we  hear  that  the  effort  has 
been  inadequate  and  the  hyacinth 
is  steadily  annexing  our  water- 
ways and  watered  areas,  menacing 
navigation,  marine  life  and  recre- 
ational facilities.  The  war  against 
this  public  enemy  must  be  waged, 
we  are  told,  much  more  energeti- 
cally and  on  a  front  as  wide  as 
its  invasion. 

Machines  have  been  devised  for 
crushing  this  massed  vegetation 
and  clearing  it  from  the  canals  and 
bayous.  There  are  not  enough  of 
them  thus  far;  and  the  plant 
growth  is  said  to  exceed  the  pres- 
ent rate  of  mechanical  destruction. 
More  effective  poisons  are  to  be 
tried  out  by  the  state  department 
of  wild  life  and  fisheries.  Experts 
dare  not  predict  as  yet  the  com- 
plete extermination  of  the  plant 
pest  from  Louisiana  waters.  They 
do  hope  to  clear  it  from  strategic 
areas  and  to  keep  those  areas 
clear  by  systematic  protective 
work.  That  will  require  larger  ef- 
forts state  and  federal,  and  larger 
outlays.  And  maybe  some  "won- 
der drug"  will  be  found  mean- 
while that  will  finish  off  the  in- 
festation whose  cost  to  the  state 
already   is  past   reckoning.
